KAXESVII.I.E, May 28.—The nomination 


for governor by the Ohio Btato Repub- 
lican convention of Asa A. Jiuslmell is 
generally regarded 118 a victory fur the 
I'oraker men over tho McKinley men. 
Tho Fomkor men were able to concen- 
trate on Buahnoll and tlie opponents re- 
mained divided. Ex-Go veruor Foraker, 
on his arrival at noon, made several 
sneeches, in which he complimented all 
the gubernatorial candidates, but he 
worked for Bushnell, while Sherman, 
Foster and other leaders opposed the 
favorite. 1 loy t and Nash made bimetal- 
lic speeches and were on the ground 
hustling, while Uenoral Itushnell re- 
mained at his home in Springfield. 
(iencrul Kusbnell is at the head of War- 
der, lluihnell A Ulessuer, manufactur- 
ers of harvesters, and is worth several 
millions. lie was a captain in tho civil 
war. 
The Kepublican state convention was 


called to order today promptly at 4 p.ui 
by Oolonel Joseph 0. lionuor, cluurmar 
of the state committee. A ball hour 
previous tho hall was packed to its fill 
capacity of oOOO and many were unable 
to gain admittance. Senator Sherumi 
was given a stirring ovation when ho 
was escorted into the hall at 11.60 by 
Congressman Van Voorhis and Judge 
Granger. 
Ex-Secretary Foster, the 


members of congress, several candidate 
and others were cheered as they oil 
tered. Among the working delegate 
were Herman 01. Denison, son of til 
war governor anil Harry tf arlielu, nun 
of the murdered 1'residont. 


While Chairman llonnor, who is a 


member of McKinley's staff, was elo- 
.imently congratulating the Itepubncans 
on the result of tho last Ohio election 
and forecasting another triumph for 
next November, ex-liovernor ioraker 
entered the hall and a heavy boisterous 
demonstration followed bis appearance. 
After Chairman Bonuer had made re* 
pealed efforts to secure order and pro- 
ceed with bis introductory remarks, ex- 
Governor Foraker came to the front of 
tho platform and said : 


"licnlleuien— I hope yon will not any 


longer disturb tho deliberations of the 
convention. There will be time for us 
all to be heard before wo leave /.anes- 
ville. [More shouting than previously.) 
It i» a good town to stay over night in, 
and we will stay just as long as our 
business may require. At the proper 
lime, when tluit will be in order, I will 
be verv glad indeed to exchange greet- 
ings with you, but I beg for the present 
that you will let the chairman of the 
convention proceed with his speech 
that he may expedite tho business of 
the convention." (Great applause.]

We believe tin 
the policy of protection should be e 
tended to all productions impartially, 
labor on the farm as well as in the wor 
shop. We are opposed to tbo. Dem 
•cretin policy of protecting woolen inr 
ulaotures and admitting wool free 
duty 
We denounce a scheme of tax 


tion which annually increases the puhl 
debt more than fifty millions. This 
the result of Democratic engineering. 


"The tariff law of the last congress 


partly a copy of the McKinley law, ai 
generally a failure. All that is good 


utioiis adopt thia silver standard not 
rom choice, but from poverty. It is 
ery plain that the policy of tho United 
3tutuH adopted in 1853, of coining true- 
ional silver coins in Hunted quantities 
rom silver bullion purchased at the 
narket price and making them legal 
oiKlor for all sums, ie the only way to 
ireuerve tho parity of gold and Bilver 
oins at a fixed ratio. This is properly 
alluil bimetallic money. 1 hope and 
believe that the common interest of 
commercial nations will lend them in 
national convention, to either adopt a 
atio based on market value of tho, 
netals or to coin them and maintain 
hem as wo do, at their present ratio. 
"Tho policy now urged by tlm jjro- 


ducoro of silver and by men who wish to 
my their debts in cheaper money than 
hey promised to pay is the free coinage 
of silver. This means the single utaml- 
ird for Bilver and demonetization of 
gold. This in the only monometallic 
system. It is tho degradation of our dol- 
ar to 50 cents. To our national bonds 
it is a repudiation of one-half of the 
mblic debt. It is tho repudiation of 
one-half of all debta. It confers no 
favors on producersof any kind, whether 
of the farm, tho workshop or tho 'nme* 
for if they get nominally more dollars 
for their products then tho reduced 
dollar would have only one-half the 
purchasing power of the tfold dollars. 
The great hardship of this policy would 
fall upon workinumen, skilled or un- 
skilled, whoso daily wages measured by 
the present standard is higher than any 
country in the world. Their wages will 
purchase more of the necessaries of mo 
than the wanes presented by the silver 
laborer anywhere outside of tho United 
States. 
'It is a false pretense that tli 


an nn-Ainorican attempt to overthrow 
a republic and restore a monan' 
and, with its unpatriotic indifu.Te.~~, 
has suffered Hritish troops to land in 
Nicaragua iucoutempluoUHdisregard for 
tho Monroe doctrine; bv these and sim- 
ilar acts our country, second in power 
and dignity to none, has suffered a loss 
of respect throughout tbo world. 


We denounce the free wool provision 


of tho present tariff act as an unjust dis- 
crimination against an important indus- 
try, and demand such protection for 
sheep husbandry as will secure fair 
prices for American wool. 


Wo denounce the present administra- 


tion of the pension bureau for its be- 
trayal of tho interests of tne union sol- 
diers, and we pledge anew to veterans of 
the republic a watchful care and recog- 
nition of tho justice of their claims upon 
a grateful people. 
Wo indorse the able, honest and busi-

H. W. Wiley it is stated that in Onr 
many tho law requires that tho tins em 
ployed for holding canned goods shal 
not contain moro than 1 per cent of lead 
whilo in this country (hero is no rcstrk 
tion whatever in regard to tho charaetc 
of tho tin used, tlio result of this latte 
fact being tbo employment of cans i 
some cases containing as high as 12 pe 
cent of lead. This pi-actico prevails, not 
withstanding tho unanimity 
union 


physiologists as to tho efTeet of lead salt 
niwn tho human system, tho continir 
ingcstion of oven minuto quantities o 
lead into tho system being followc 
uvuitoitlly by tho iiuwt serious con» 
quenccs—painter's colic, lead palsy an 
other trying diseases woll known 
i 


physicians being tho dim* effects o 
continual exposure of tho system to any 
such minute portions o£ lend salts. It is 
said to bo possible to exclude tho latter 
by requiring that tho tin shall nob con- 
tain moro Hum, say, !,!.< per cent of 
lead; also that tiio solder bo as frco 
from lead as possible. 


In Germany tho solder madonso of in 


scaling tlio cans is not, allowed to con- 
tain over 10 per cent of lead, whilo in 
this country tbo analysis of numeronB 
samples of tho solder applied shows that 
it contains fully T.O per cent of lead, iji 
addition to tins luting the lack of care to 
prevent such solder from coming into 
contact with tho contents of tbo can, 
and largo surfaces of solder on tbn seams 
lire often found exposed to tho action of 
tlio acid contents of tho can.
